We  are  OK  with  the  concept  of  closing  5th  Street  the  additional  block  between  Spring  and  Main  St.  However,  since 
5th  Street  is  an  arterial  one-way  street  with  4 traffic  lanes,  we  need  to  have  the  organizer  submit  traffic  control  plans 
for  our  review  and  approval.  The  approved  plans  will  need  to  be  attached  to  their  permit  as  a condition  of 
approval.
